In 
specialized  problems,    such  as  the  development  of  Route  495, 
seminars  have  been  held  along  this  vital  route  in  order  to  acquaint 
affected  communities  with  all  of  the  problems  and  opportunities 
such  a  highway  offers.

As  part  of  the  Division  of  Economic  Development,   our  Women's 
Bureau  aids  women  interested  in  starting  businesses  of  their  own 
and  also  counsels  women  who  desire  to  improve  management 
practices.     The  Bureau  publishes  a  set  of  highly-regarded  pamphlets 
which  serve  as  guides  to  good  business  practice  to  help  women.     In 
cooperation  with  the  Division  of  Employment  Security  and  private 
employers,   the  Bureau  conducts  "Employment  Bazaars"  to  aid 
women  in  finding  suitable  jobs. 

Science 


Working  with  the  Governor's  Advisory  Committee,   this  department' 
Representative  on  Science  and  Technology  also  cooperates  with 
business,  universities  and  industry  in  vital  advanced  fields. 
Seminars  on  important  subjects  such  as  Oceanography  have  been 
conducted  and  have  been  well  received.     Emphasis  is  now  being 
placed  on  a  study  of  problems  of  industrial  reconversion  in  the 
wake  of  the  hoped-for  end  to  the  Vietnam  War.
